Penalties 
Reduce Auto 
Fatalities 


I have long found a morbid 
fascination in the fact that most 
people want stiffer penalties for 
crimes that cannot easily be pre- 
vented, while remaining Indif-. 
ferent to crimes that can actual- 
: be prevented by stiffer penal 
ties. 

The generality of people, for 
instance, would like to betleve 
that capital punishment acts as 
a deterrent to murder, when all 
the evidence points against it. 
Murder is mostly jan 
crime, and thoughts of 
do not deter the Killer. 

But all the evidence shows 
that stiffer penaltles do deter 
motorists from speeding and 
driving recklessly; those com- 
munities which have the tough- 
est and most honest traffic en 
forcement also have the fewest 
auto fatalities. 

More than #,000 Americans 
are killed annually on the high- 
ways; this is mass murder, no 
matter what the statutes may 
call it. And most of it is caused 
by negligence or indifference — 
attitudes which can be changed 
by strict and relentless en- 
forcement.

Those of the 
more boisterous will likely be 
In sorry shape whether they are 
of the hard-spined cardboard 
covered vintage or the proposed 
more fragile paper-covered

Textbooks attractive in vari- 
ety and price can certainly do 
a lot—to stimulate youthful 
teading habits and perhaps 
form the nucleus of home lib- 
raries. One of the most formid- 
able obstacles to'overcome will 
be the somewhat unsavory rep- 
utation that many paperbacks 
have built up over the years. 
The New York Times once ob- 
served that the paperback has 
primarily encouraged “the three 
S's—sex, sadism, and the smok- 
Ing gun.” 

The problem is, can it now be 
adapted to the more altruistic 
motive of encouraging the three 
R's.

8,000 more “employed and the number of 
jobless has decreased only 2,000, or approxim- 
ately 4 per cent compared with Ontario's drop 
of 20 pér cent. Quebec jobless down 31,000 or 
21 per. cent, and the Pacific coast unemployed 
down 19,000 or 83 per cent, present a much 
brighter -picture' than on the Prairies, where 
the number of’ jobless is unchanged, although 
30,000 more ‘people are working. Part of the 
explanation is provided by figures for the labor 
forte, up only 2,000 in the Pacific region and, 
only 3,000 in Quebec, compared with 30,000 on 
the’ Prairies.

' Kitehener Waterloo Beavers, it says here, have 
“rejected suggestions from other clubs in the Eastern 
‘Professional League that the Beavers leave Kitchener 
_and finbh out'their schedule barnstorming around the 
proyince. 








,General manager Jack Humphries of the Beavers, 
sald the proposal. was made by a “couple of the clubs,” 


_ whom he refused to identify, at a special meeting of the 


EPL on Monday. : 


“It was suggested that we could play three or four 

_ games in Belleville, another three or four in Windsor 

and places like that, to see which fis best. I strongly 

opposed ‘it. Naturally I'm disappointed at the at- 

tendance in Kitchener, but I think that it will come 
yet.” a . : 


Mr.. Humphries’ opposition apparently killed the 
barnstorming suggestion which, some observers feel, had 
a decided eastern tinge. 


Memorial Arena manager Jack Dickens said today 
that he had not been approached by Eastern Profes- 
sional League people with regard to the Beavers and 
other teams playing here. There isn’t much chance 
of the arens being tabbed the “Last Hope. Saloon” on 
what might be the sunset trail for the EPL. 


_ “We haye 2 club here,” Jack sald, “made up of 
“boys well known to fans of the city and district, and 
who apparently are by far the tops in thelr league. 
Yet they are not drawing over 500 fans at their games 
at a dollar admission.” 


The arena here seats roughly 1990 and by jamming 
in standing room fans like an asparagus patch, it could 
‘accommodate some 2900. The Montreal Canadiens played 
an exhibition game here a few yoars ago when times were 
much, so much better, financially, and the best the Habs 
could pull was 1800. < 


It has been ‘announced that the average attendance 
at Kitchener has been 1,500, but a lot of them at child- 
ren’s prices. The Soo Thunderbirds, who won't be op- 
erating In that city next year with some dreamers vis- 
joning a transfer here, ate averaging 1,200 per game. 


If X am informed correctly the “break-even” figures © 
for practically all of the EPL teams is from 2,800 to 
2,900. If Kitchener and’ the Soo are drawing 1,500 
and 1,200 averages, respectively, they would be well 
advised to “stay. put.” They may as well lose the 
loot locally as in‘other centres. ; 


_ As was mentioned before the admission prices for the 
Intermediate League games here are an unpopular one 
dollar and fifty cents for youngsters. ey

’The fate of Prime Minister Robert Menzies’ 
government in Australia is of more than mere

of victory is so: small as to render it im- 

‘potent. Here is a clear-cut case of the trend 
to the right being at least temporarily halted.

Menzies’ regime has suffered the inevitable fate 
of:all governments which are in power for too 
long. It could be, though, that this marks a 
change in the tide, which in the jfree world has 
been running heavily against the Jeft because of 
the inevitable association of many leftist policies 
with’ Communism. , 

, The result has been that in most of the white 
democratic countries, labor and socialist parties 
have appeared to have little hope of climbing out 
of the morass of the opposition. In some coun- 
tries, notably in Britain, they have reacted by 

moving to the right, but still with scant indica- 
tion of any gains in popular favor. The results 
‘of the Australian election suggest that this as- 
sessment of their future prospécts may be in 
error, that the normal dissatisfaction with any 
government which stays in power for too long 
, GBR overcome current suspicion of any left-wing 
outlook. It follows that increasing importance 
must be placed on the policies of such parties 
as the Labor Party in Britain and of Willy 
Brandt’s Socialists in West Germany.

Heroes, according to one series of cartoons 
we have enjoyed over. the years, are made not 
born. _. It is because of this fact that we often do 
not know who is a hero until such time-as cir- 
cumstances and his own actions make him one. 

When:an individual does do this, however, 
it is most infrequently tht thete is any recogn!- 
tion of his deed. His act of derring-do is related 


-in néither song nor fable as were the deeds of 


the heroes of ancient Grégce. He is not knight- 
ed or recognized by royal favor as might be ar 
thero of the Middle Ages. In fact he might not 
even get a single line of copy in his local news- 
paper. : 

“In short he is altogether the very perfect 
example of the unsung hero. We suspect that 
this is not. dye to the fact that there, are so ~ 
many of'this type of an individual about that 
deeds of heroism are too commonplace to be 
worth noticing. If anything, the converse is 
more probable. ’ 7 

It would.scem that Canadians are guilty 
either of not having enough heroes or of, not 


_ making their. deeds and presence known. This, 
_at least, is the consensus of: the Carnegie Hero 


Fund Commission people. The administrators 
of an endowment fund set up to (recognize the 
heroic efforts of mankind with both medals and 
money -say that Canadians: shoyld be recelving 
about 10 per cent of the commission’s approx- 
amately 90.annual awards.

intelligence tests, 

The student who rates high 
here usually . gets top grades 
and {fs singled out for schofar- 
ships and special attention, 

But his Inattentive classmate, 
who sometimes Incurs th; = 
pleasure of his teactr nd 
the ridicule of other pupils with 
seemingly {rrelevant .questions 
and rebellion at the status qu, 
may be somewhat neglected. 

Dr, FE, Paul Torrance, psy- 
chologist at the University of 
Minnesota, and his staff con- 
ducted creativity tests among. 
120. middle-class {fifth graders 
— with astonishing results, 

The two highest creativity 
scorers among the top ten had 
the lowest IQs and thelr aca- 
demic ratings were mediocre. 

They probably would be kept 
out of most “good” colleges, 

But they should not be, if 
tentative conclusions based on 
these tests are substantiated, 

If creative thinkers’ can be 
Identified and given educational 
inducements, the rewards to the 
school system and the country 
will be abundant, For our very 
survival, we can ill afford to 
submerge creative thought.
